TEXT ORDER: Pursuant to Federal Rule of Civil Procedure 26(f), the parties shall 
confer for the purposes set forth in Rule 26(f)(2) and to propose a Case Management 
Order that will establish outside cut-off dates for the further progress of this case, 
including: (1) motions to amend the pleadings or add parties; (2) to the extent required 
in this case, commencement and completion of all fact discovery; (3) to the extent 
required in this case, completion of all expert discovery, including strict compliance 
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with Fed. R. Civ. P. 26(a)(2) regarding the identification and filing reports of testifying 
experts; (3) motions to compel; and (4) a proposed briefing schedule for any 
dispositive motions.
